Stresses 2nd lowest tax rate, housing starts

A spirited Mayor Beverly 
McAnally, pressing her bid for 
re-election, states she has kept 
the Romulus tax rate at the 
second lowest level in Wayne 
County, while attracting hun- 
dreds of new home construc- 
tions and adding numerous 
industrial tax dollars to the 
city’s revenue list. 

McAnally is being chal- 
lenged for the mayor’s chair by 
former mayor William Oakley 
on Nov. 7. All seven council 
seats also are being contested 
in that election. 

McAnally, 68, has been 
mayor since 1983, when she de- 
feated Oakley. Prior to that 
McAnally served on the city 
council and as city treasurer. 

Running on the theme 
‘‘Mayor McAnally has kept her 

S remises,” she has posted hun- 
reds of political signs that 
dalj her “A mayor for all the 
people.” She proudly states

that only Livonia has a lower 
tax rate than Romulus, claim- 
ing that was not the case when 
her opponent (Oakley) was Ro- 
mulus mayor. 

McAnally stated, “The peo- 
ple have spoken out against 


the injection well issue and 
now I am being sued for $100 
million because of my opposi- 
tion to the flaunting of our 
ordinances.” 

Like her opponent, she too 
pledges not to accept contribu- 
tions from the injection well 
promoters and will not even 
sell political fund- raiser 
tickets to Environmental Dis- 
posal Systems personnel in the 
future. 

Known for her somewhat 
combative political style, 
McAnally is proud that she de- 
molished hundreds of old un- 
safe structures, opposed the 
dumping of sludge and other 
waste materials in Romulus 
and forced Wayne County to 
return properties to the city’s 
tax rolls. 

One of those sites will soon 
contain an 18-hole golf course 
and hundreds of homes, 
McAnally said.

Teachers complain about large class 


sizes

\ “In addition, when we 
ohecked with other school dis- 


tricts that initiated this plan, 
their utmost priority was to 
keep the class size low and 
most made provisions for 
aides in each room,” the letter 
continued. 

The teachers also stated 
“many parents have expressed 
to us that their children are 
showing signs of fatigue when 
they arrive home. Some arrive 
home crying and do not want 
to come back to school when it 
is their turn again.” 

The teachers quote the par- 
ents as saying the children 
have become “irritable, tired 
and fidgety.” 

“We are seeing the same 
symptoms in school after 
lunch and continuing the rest 
of the afternoon. The children 


are demonstrating difficulties 
attending to directions, adjust- 
ing to routines, focusing on ac- 
tivities and keeping their 
hands and feet to themselves,” 
they said. 

Some of the students are 
bursting out crying, the letter 
said, “because they cannot do 
what they want.” 

The teachers also com- 
plained their actual instruc- 
tional time has shrunk, while 
the district’s curriculum ex- 
pectations have been in- 
creased as of last spring. The 
teachers state they are spend- 
ing extra time doing lunch 
counts, preparing children for 
breakfast and lunch, managing 
bathroom breaks etc.

Veteran teacher 
charged with 
sexual offenses

A Romulus Senior High 
School calculus teacher was 
arrested late last Friday after- 
noon on four charges involving 
child abuse first degree and 
child sexually abusive activity 
involving three male students 
(including one who is now a 
graduate). 

Police Lt. Kenneth Kraus 
said the charges were filed 
against William Frederick 
Raeck Jr. on Friday following 
about a week long investiga- 
tion. 

Raeck appeared before 34th 
District Court Judge Tina 
Green late Friday and plead 
not guilty. Green set bail at 
$60,000 cash bond, no 10 per- 
cent. A preliminary hearing 
has been set for Oct. 25 in the 
34th District Court. 

Romulus Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. William Bedell 
said he was “astounded” by 
the charges against Raeck, 
who he was suspended with 
pay. Raeck’s classes are being 
conducted by a substitute 
teacher until further notice. 

Bedell revealed that the 
school district will conduct its 
own investigation into the 
charges. Raeck has always 
been considered an excellent 
teacher, who has had an out- 
standing work record with the 


district, Bedell said. 

The superintendent said 
that no complaints had been 
pressed through the school 
district by family members of 
any of the alleged victims in 
this case. 

Raeck, who has been a Ro- 
mulus teacher since 1975, has 
been active with programs 
both within the city and in the 
school district for many years. 

Kraus said none of the re- 
ported actions with the youth, 
which allegedly date back to 
1991, took place in the school. 
Claims pressed by the victims 
state they either took place in 
Raeck’s home in Romulus or at 
his cottage in Irish Hills. 

The exact nature of the 
charges has not been spelled 
out publicly yet, Kraus said, 
but will be revealed at the Oct. 
25 hearing. Raeck could waive 
that hearing and ask that it be 
sent directly to Recorders 
Court. 

If convicted of the child 
abuse first degree charges, 
Raeck faces 15 years in prison 
on each charge. If convicted of 
the child sexually abusive ac- 
tivities charges, he could face 
up to 20 years in prison on 
each charge. 

It was reported that in the 
past, Raeck operated a self- 
owned pizza business in Ro- 
mulus.

Romulus boy, 6, 
cited for helping 
stricken grandma

A 6-year-old Romulus boy 
proved you don’t have to be 
tall, muscular or even mature 
to be a hero today. 

The youngster, Joshua 
Cerullo, amazed Taylor emer- 
gency health officials on Sept. 
16 with his personal knowl- 
edge of his family, after his 
grandmother passed out as 
they were walking through a 
Kmart store on Telegraph 
Road in Taylor. 


The first grader at St. 
Aloysius Catholic School in 
Romulus remained un- 
flustered when his grandma, 
Patricia Thorley, told him she 
wasn’t feeling well and then 
suddenly collapsed. She re- 
vealed later that she was suf- 
fering from walking 
pneumonia. 

“I had always instructed 
him what to do in such an 
emergency,’’ Thorley said, 
“and he even had a quarter in

TVustees dump on Engler

Three Romulus School Dis- 
trict trustees roasted Gov. John 
Engler’s education summit ef- 
forts Monday night, calling 
them “hasty, depress- 
ing...scary...and definitely not 
in the best interest of Romulus 
students.” — 

Trustees Judith Gondek, 
Sandra Langley and Julie 
Oleszkowicz were among the 
more than 1,200 participants in 
Engler’s recent education pow 
wow and expressed their deep 
concerns on making the public 
aware of the direction that En- 
gler is trying to take education 
throughout Michigan. 

Oleszkowicz complained 
that Engler and the State 
Board of Education are run- 
ning too fast on the charter 
school plans without bothering 
to think what the long term im- 
pact will be on students 
statewide. 

The first term trustee said, 
“Engler doesn’t seem to care 
about districts like Romulus, 
who have numerous at risk stu- 
dents. They have slashed or 
eliminated state aid on such 
students, putting unneeded 
pressure on districts’ funding 
and curriculum needs.” 

According to the way Engler 
is headed, Oleszkowicz 
charges, anyone soon will be 
able to charter their own 
school. It could be the city of 
Romulus, Ford Motor Co., the 
Jaycees or any church. 

“It is truly depressing and 
very scary,” she said.

Langley, a former school 
board president, said, “Engler 
is presenting a very aggressive 
agenda on charter schools. But 

I fear, his efforts will fragment 
out school systems, rather than 
enhance them.” 

The veteran school trustee 
says she does not feel that the 
controls Engler talks about are 
tight enough and charges he 
only chose to answer limited 
questions from the floor, none 
from her. 

Gondek, another freshman 
trustee, also is scared by En- 
gler’s passion for charter 
schools. 

“I’m afraid they will become 
elitist schools and take the 
cream of the crop as far as stu- 
dents, and leave the public 
schools to educate all others. 
What will that leave us?” 

Gondek fears the charter 
schools will be limited in their 
curriculum offerings and not 
provide a broad-based 
education. 

“Engler does not have a real 
feel for public education and 
thus is putting excessive stress 
on us,” Gondek said. 

While Engler appears to be 


backing off his call to repeal or 
replace the current school 
code, he continues to press for 
more freedoms for administra- 
tors, teachers and parents. He 
said “with that freedom I think 
we’re going to see dramatic 
results.” 

Gondek expressed heavy 
concern that Engler didn’t 
even care about transportation 
problems facing families or 
school districts. “ 

That was made quite evi- 
dent recently when Sen. Bill 
Schuette (R- Midland) intro- 
duced a bill that would re- 
quire school districts to 
release students wishing to at- 
tend schools in other districts. 

Schuette apparently feels 
that transportation costs are 
not essential to school choices. 
He said parents could provide 
the initial transportation for 
their children and expressed 
the feeling that other forces 
would eventually lead to a con- 
solidation of public and school 
transportation systems. 

Other reports say that En- 
gler received only limited po- 
lite applause at the summit. 
Many school board trustees 
from other areas in the state 
refused to make any comments 
on his speech. 

One trustee summed it up 
for his peers by saying, “You 
don’t want to know what I 
think!” 

Engler did not appear out- 
wardly concerned about the 
lack of applause he received. 
“It wasn’t an applause-ori- 
ented speech; it was a very se- 
rious presentation.” 


Airport terminal talks to begin

The oft-talked about new 
Detroit Metro Airport terminal 
complex moved a political 
step forward last week, as it 
was jointly announced that 
Wayne County and Northwest 
Airlines had agreed to negoti- 
ate the costs of such a struc- 
ture. 

Wayne County Executive 
Edward McNamara has been 
pushing for a massive new ter- 
minal concept in the Romulus- 
based airport that could cost 
up to $850 millon, while North 
west officials have been talk- 
ing of a much less expensive 
facility’. 

The talks, which are to be- 
gin within days, center on a 
terminal that would be con- 
structed south of the existing 
passenger terminals. It is 
hoped by Wayne County offi- 
cials that an agreement can be 
reached before New Year’s 
Day. 

“I was advised by Northwest 
Executive Vice President Don 
Washburn that the airline's 


board voted to authorize se- 
nior management to enter into 
discussions with the county to 
secure improvements to ac- 
comodate their airlines’s long 
term needs,” McNamara said. 

“Negotiations will consider 
both expansion and moderniz- 
ation with a focus on finding 
ways to finance and develop a 
new midfield terminal. We are 
pleased to continue our part- 
nership with Northwest in 
making Metro Airport more 
customer friendly,” the county 
executive stated. 

Metro Airport is Northwest 
Airlines major hub airport, 
with Northwest serving 70.8 
percent of the boarding pas- 
sengers and 60 percent of the 
gates at the airport. 

McNamara admits that 
“there is much to be done be- 
fore a (ceremonial) shovel hits 
the ground. Our objective is to 
negotiate cooperatively with 
Northwest to design a finan 
cial strategy and develop an ef- 
ficient, convenient and cost- 
effective terminal complex.” 

McNamara urged those in 
attendance at the news confer- 


ence not to confuse Metro Air- 
port’s plans with those of the 
new Denver Airport that was 
continually plagued with con- 
struction delays and cost over- 
runs before it opened. 

Metro Airport’s existing ter- 
minal complex has experi- 
enced 23 consecutive months 
of record-breaking passenger 
traffic, McNamara related. 

Northwest alone handled a 
74 percent increase in arriving 
international passengers in 
the last 12 months, he said.

Political activist 
found not guilty

A Romulus political activist, 
whose personal political ca- 
reer was at least temporarily 
derailed by a domestic vio- 
lence charge, was found not 
guilty last week by 34th Dis- 
trict Court Judge William 
Szlinis. 

Charles E. Griffiths, who 
many expected to run for Ro- 
mulus political office this year, 
was charged with domestic vi- 
olence following an alleged in- 
cident in his family home on 
Nov. 10, 1994. 

The complainant, Julie 
Smith, took the stand at 
Griffiths’ bench trial, and 
stated that she had gone to 
Griffith’s home (that she ear- 
lier had shared with him) to 
return some items to him. 

Smith claims that when she 
tried to leave, Griffiths 
blocked her exit, grabbed her 


upper arm and pushed her 
against the wall. 

She charged that Griffiths 
also poked her in the eye with 
his finger. Police report she 
exhibited a bruise on the up- 
per forearm and redness of the 
eye. 

Detective Sgt. Cora Semrau 
said Smith filed the complaint 
the day after the alleged 
incident. 

According to police, 
Griffiths claimed he never tou- 
ched Smith except to console 
her. He claimed it was Smith 
who was waving a knife 
around in the air and that it 
was she who was seeking a re- 
newal of their romantic life, 
not him. 

Szlinis found Griffiths not 
guilty of the charge. 

Griffiths, who at one time 
challenged Mayor Beverly 
McAnally to a debate on the 
casino issue, could not be 
reached for comment.

Gun instructor campaigns for concealed weapons

If you have a legal handgun, 
chances are you were trained 
by Mike Hoban. The Inkster 
shooting instructor has trained 
i 1,275 gun owners to qualify for 
| concealed weapons permits - 

• more than any other instructor 
f in Michigan. 

He has trained students 
} from 9 to 91. 

“It was a big nine-year-old,” 
he said. 

Yet Hoban is less famous 
J than his dog Brutus, whose pic- 
ture appeared in papers 
across the country, and on Sun- 
' day in Eyewitness.

•mascot,” said Hoban. “Every- 
Jbody who attends gun rallies

Beside being Brutus’ mas- 
ter, Hoban is trying to master 
mastermind the passage of a 
state “right to carry” bill that 
would make it make it legal for 
approved adults to pack a pis- 
tol. Approval would be auto- 
matic for sane adults who 
could pass a gun safety and 
handling test and pass the 
scrutiny of the FBI and the 
state police. 

“Similar laws have worked 
well, reducing violent crime in 
Florida and other states,” he 
said. 

“In Florida, violent crimes 
and homicides have been re- 
duced by 22 percent since 
1987. 

“The law would benefit peo- 
ple who want to protect them- 
selves against violent crime 
because the police can’t be ev- 
erywhere. It would especially 
help women who are the fas- 
test growing segment of violent 
crime victims.” 

Under Michigan’s regula- 
tions, permits are restricted to 
people who make frequent 
large bank deposits or to peo- 
ple in certain occupations.

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Hoban said. “Under the state 
constitution, Article 1, Section 
6, every person has the right to 
bear arms for the defense of 
himself and the state.” 

Examples abound of crime 
victims he trained who have 
been denied permits despite 
the state’s failure to protect 
them. 

“Gertrude, is an 81-year-old 
arthritic widow with real thick 
glasses who lives in a bad area 
in Ecorse,” he said. “She has 
been beaten in her home and 
had her wedding ring taken off 
of her finger. She has been as- 
saulted on her street while 
going to get prescriptions.” 

At the recommendation of 
police, she came to Hoban for 
handgun training and became 
adept at firing expert a .357 
magnum. She shot a snub nose 
pistol with a real wallop to it. 

“She told me that her hus- 
band didn’t fight in World War 


II so she could end up a pris- 
oner of fear,” Hoban said. 

Yet she was denied a permit 
because she didn’t make 
enough bank deposits. 

“Julie, a 22-year old mother 
of two infants, came to me last 
year,” he said. “She had been 
abused by her husband and 
got a restraining order against 
him. He broke it by coming 
into her house and raping her 
in front of her babies. 

“She reported it to the po- 
lice, resulting in another re- 
straining order. He ignored it, 
beating her in the parking lot 
of her place of work. The po- 
lice arrested him. In court, he 
threatened her in front of the 
judge, saying he’d get her no 
matter what. 

“So they locked him up for a 
night and issued a third re- 
straining order. Yet she was 
denied a concealed weapons 
permit. Why can’t she protect 
herself? She can and will -- 
with or without a permit.” 

Frequent contact with vio- 
lent crime victims has helped 
make Hoban an activist. As ex 
ecutive director of the Michi- 
gan Gun Safety Association, he 
grilled State Rep. Jim Ryan, of 
Dearborn, a member of the 
House Judiciary Committee.

It appears that the new Ti- 
ger Stadium is not heading for 
Romulus or Dearborn, as polit- 
ical leaders in both cities had 
hoped. 

What is worse news for the 
project critics is the fact that 
Gov. John Engler is planning to 
bypass the state legislature 
and the public in funding for 
the stadium that apparently 
will remain in Detroit. 

State Senator George Z. 
Hart has blasted the newly an- 
nounced $55 million state sup- 
port plan for a new Detroit 
Tiger Stadium claiming it is 
the “largest (state) funded pro- 
ject ever directed without pub- 
lic imput.” 

Meanwhile a disappointed 
Romulus Mayor Beverly 
McAnally said, “I’ll believe it 
when I see the signatures on 
the final contract. I feel as 
does (former New York Yankee 
great) Yogi Berra ‘it ain’t over 
until its over’.” 

According to figures re- 
leased last week, the planned 
stadium that would be pat 
terned after the new Camden 
Yards ballpark, home of the 
Baltimore Orioles, would cost

between $225 and $245 million. 

The cost breakdown is esti- 
mated as: $55 million from the 
state of Michigan; $35 million 
from the city of Detroit and 
$135-155 million from the Ti- 
gers. 

But if the current plan is to 
work, construction on the new 
stadium must begin by April 1 
of next year and the Tigers 
must sign a 15 year lease. If the 
stadium doesn’t open by Oct. 1, 
1999, the Tigers must repay the 
entire state grant. 

Hart feels Engler is not lis- 
tening to the public, as recent 
polls have shown that 64 per- 
cent of the voters do not ap- 
prove of the state funding the 
stadium project. 

The senator tells Engler if 
he feels it is such a good public 
policy, he should place it be- 
fore the people and let it stand 
on its own merits. 

Hart said “publicly fi- 
nanced stadiums are bad pub- 
lic investments and are bad 


economic policy. 

“Where are the permanent, 
high income jobs from build 
ing this project? It is totally a 
bad investment. This money 
can be better spent for high 
technology jobs in industry in- 
stead of part-time, low paying 
T- shirt and hot dog vendors.” 
Hart says. 

“We are blowing all of our 
economic development money 
for more than one year on this 
one project. Any project of this 
size deserves public scrutiny 
and legislative oversight.” 
Hart said. 

He noted that there is cur- 
rently only $30 million in the 
Stategic Fund for economic 
development projects. 

Hart charges that Engler is 
by-passing the legislature, be- 
cause he knows he doesn’t 
even have the support of his 
own party. 

“It is a lack of priorities for 
Engler to support giving $55 
million to help build a stadium 


so a corporation can enhance 
its portfolio and then turn 
around and say he supports 
cuts in welfare to needy 
mothers,” Hart said. 

“Engler has picked the Ti- 
gers to be the winners and the 
taxpayers to be the losers in 
this marketplace,’’ Hart 
charged. 

Tigers President John 
McHale declined to say ex 
actly where the stadium will 
be located, since the land pur- 
chase has not been finalized. 
But strongest hints are that it 
will be placed near the J.L. 
Hudson warehouse, north of 
Greektown.

The new DRA Share Auto- 
mation system will allow li- 
braries to improve library 
service and offer new informa- 
tional services to their users. 

First, the new computer sys- 
tem will enable libraries to 
track their users and inventory 
with up-to-the-minute informa- 
tion on a fast and reliable 
computer. 

Second, the software used to 
find information as well as 
keep inventory is user friendly 
and very powerful in that it al- 
lows a user to perform many 
jobs from one screen with a 
minimum of keystrokes. 

Third, the software allows 
immediate access to new mate- 
rials just received by a library. 

Fourth, the borrowing of 


material between libraries 
will be fast and efficient 

Fifth, the new computer sys- 
tem will bring databases of 
journal articles to the screen 
of the Dublic cataloes. Users 
will be able to locate the titles 
of journal articles with the 
complete article on topics of 
their choice. 

Sixth, the new computer 
system has software which will 
be introduced in the near fu- 
ture which allows libraries to 
purchase items for their col- 
lections. “On order” items will 
be listed in the public catelog 
for users. 

Seventh, the new computer 
system will provide access to 
the “Information Highway” 
where hundreds of thousands 
of database become available 
for information browsing. 

Eighth, the new computer 
system will bring the library 
into the user’s home. Each li- 
brary will be able to install a 
modem for the local commu- 
nity to dial into with a stan- 
dard local telephone call. 

This dial-in capability will 
permit searching of the public 
catalog and INTERNED ac- 
cess. 

The new computer system 
also provides different inter- 
faces for the public. There will 
be a software program for 
adult users, another for chil- 
dren and another for limited 
vision users. Not all users will 
necessarily have to use the 
same software. 

Management information is 
also provided through the new 
computer system for the li- 
brary staff quickly and directly 
to their desktops. Decisions 
can then be made faster with 
more information at hand for

Learn from past, 
ivote for future 

On Monday, voters in the Van Buren Public School 
; District will be asked to approve a $49.95 million 
bond issue and a 10-year 1 mill sinking fund proposal 
that would raise approximately $751,000 in its first 
year. 

It is a crucial vote, and one which the voters must 
weigh carefully before they go to the polls. 

From the beginning of the bond issue campaign, 
Superintendent James Richendollar and community 
relations specialist Deborah Havens have been will- 
ing to discuss concerns and answer questions posed 
by the public. Tours of the schools have been con- 
ducted and Richendollar has spoken to many groups 
and organizations about the need for the two propos- 
als to pass. 

There has been no lack of information to support 
the school district request for the funds. 

Still, there has been considerable criticism raised 
about the amount of the bond issue and the poor con- 
dition of the schools, and we, frankly, are in agree- 
ment with some of those criticisms. 

On the other hand, there is a larger issue at stake — 
the future of the children of the school district. 

Perhaps, an earlier request for a smaller bond is- 
sue would have been more palatable to the voters, 

‘ and, possibly, the maintenance program for the 
schools could have been done more effectively. With 
hindsight, we can clearly see that the building of 
' schools without connecting hallways was a costly 
mistake. 

Along with many others in the district, we are dis- 
; pleased that — for whatever reason — so many of the 
} schools are in critical need of repairs and renova- 
| tions at the same time. 

But, we cannot penalize the current and future stu- 
!; dents of the school district for the mistakes of yester- 
day. 

What we can do is more closely monitor the spend- 
; ing of the school district, ask more questions about its 
building plans and demand proper maintenance and 
; care for existing structures. Above all, at each future 
; school board election we must be sure that those peo- 
ple that we vote to represent the district are not only 
dedicated to good education, but are knowledgeable 
about the operation of a multi-million-dollar entity — 
the school district. 

The technology portion of the bond issue totals ap- 
proximately $6 million, which is planned to be used 
for computers in all of the schools, a total of 1,138 
\vork stations, and the cabling and re-wiring of the 
schools to accommodate them. 

Like it or not, we are in the computer age, and stu- 
dents who leave school without knowledge of comput- 
ers face a world where less and less work is done 
manually. 

* Computers are in every office, in every factory and 
even in the fast-food restaurants and grocery stores, 
.and those who do not have computer skills are quick- 
. *ly being squeezed out of the job market. 

We support the Oct. 2 proposals, and we also sup- 
port a further step — the involvement and commit- 
tment of the entire community to bring the Van Buren 
-‘■public Schools into the 21st Century.

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Right to carry weapons law sought

A national movement to re- 
store the basic civil right of 
law-abiding Americans to pro 
tect themselves and their fami- 
lies from violent, armed 
criminals is growing. Some 27 
states already recognize the 
right of ordinary citizens to 
carry a firearm.

Ironically, as literally mil- 
lions of Americans are Fighting 
for their Second Amendment 
rights, there are those who are 
using their First Amendment 
right to make hysterical, un- 
founded charges, but their ar- 
guments are not new. In fact, 
the doomsayers use rhetoric 
minted in 1987, when Florida 
enacted its right to carry law 
that has served as the model 
for the rest of the nation.

rant about returning to the 
“Old West” days, gunfights at 
every traffic jam, and O.K. Cor- 
ral style shoot outs over every 
neighborhood squabble. 

The doomsayers are wrong 
... and the facts prove it. 

As the March 27, 1995 edi- 
tion of Time Magazine points 
out, “Critics (of the right to 
carry) predicted deadly traffic 
squabbles and cross fire at the 
mall. That proved mistaken. 
Since 1987, more than 266,700 
Floridians have been granted 
concealed-weapons permits; of 
those, only 19 have had them 
revoked for firearms-related 
crime. Since the (right to carry) 
laws were relaxed, Florida’s 
(handgun) homicide rate has 
decreased 29 percent.” 

At the same time, according 
to FBI crime data, that na- 
tional handgun homicide rate 
increased a whopping 50 
percent. 

Even those who opposed 
Florida’s right to carry law in 
1987 have become ardent fans. 


State Representative Ron Sil- 
ver, the bill’s leading detractor, 
took the floor of the House on 
March 21, 1995 to make this 
telling statement: “When the 
original concealed weapons 
law went into effect, I opposed 
that law and since that time I 
have had a change of heart be- 
cause I think it is working very 
well.” 

Florida Police Chief Will- 
iam Liquori personally op- 
posed the right of law-abiding 
citizens to carry firearms and 
urged police across the state to 
document each crime that 
could be tied to the new law. 
Months later, when asked how 
many crimes had been linked 
to the right to carry law, he 
replied, “We don’t have any.” 

Why? Because law-abiding 
citizens who undergo criminal 
background checks, partici- 
pate in certified firearms 
safety training, and believe in 
the fundamental right to pro- 
tect themselves - these lawful 
minded, responsible citizens 
don’t commit crime. 

And criminals don’t apply 
for permits. A scant 24/1000ths 
of one percent of the total nu- 
mber of permit applicants in 
Florida have been deemed in- 
eligible. Only the law-abiding, 
not the violent criminal, ap- 
plies for a permit.

Perhaps the most serious 
consequence will be the noise 
from planes. If you would like 
to get an idea of what it would 
be like, go spend a few minutes 
in Romulus and Huron Towns- 
hip. The noise is deafening. 

In addition, the noise prob- 
lem will cause our commu- 
nities to lose their quiet 
residential natures. This will 
lead to a decrease in property 
values and a drop in the tax 
base because people will not 
want to live there anymore. 
People and businesses will 
leave and new business and 
people will not move into the 
area. If evidence is needed, 
just talk to citizens in the lgng 
suffering communities of Ro- 
mulus and Huron Township.

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Statue drinks 

Unexplained phenomena observed in Canton Township

dian temple in Canton, have 
reported experiencing an un- 
explained phenomena, which 
ncmy believe is a miracle. 

^Statues of Hindu gods have 
b^en “drinking” milk offered 
tcf them by the faithful - some 
a.<much as five gallons. 

•The unusual series of 
events began when a man in 
Ir^dta had a dream that a reli- 
gious statue was drinking milk. 
Wlien he awoke, he offered 
mjlk to a statue and reported 
to{ others that the liquid had 
bdefi drunk by the statute. 

•H6 contacted Hindus 
atfound the world, and they re 
plated his offering of the milk 
tojstatues in their temples, in- 
cluding one in Canton. 

•Devotees offered milk in 
spoons to the trunk of the mar- 
bile statue of the elephant- 
hdaded Lord Ganesh and to 
the mouth of Lord Shiva and 
observed the liquid disappear- 
ing slowing. 

According to witnesses, the 
st&tues of Ganesh and the sa- 
cred cow inside the Hindu 
Tqmple on Cherry Hill Road in 
Canton drank milk from a 
spoon for four days, as pre- 
dicted by the Indian man in his 
diyeam. During that time, some

five gallons of milk was con- 
sumed, according to a witness. 

“There were 4.000 to 5.000 
people here this weekend,” 
said Damayanti N. Tailor. 
“Many saw the statue drink the 
milk.” 

She could not offer an ex- 
planation as to how the phe- 
nomena occurred or why. 

“We do not know what it 
means,” she said. “But, many 
were here to see it.” 

She and Krishnaben B. Pan- 
dya woman came to the temple 
again on Monday to attempt to 
feed the statue, but while it ap- 


peared that some of the liquid 
offered in a spoon disap- 
peared into the statue, the 
mysterious occurrence of the 
weekend did not repeat itself. 

“I think it is over now,” she 
said. 

The priest, Bhanu Pandaya, 
witnessed the phenomena and 
could offer no explanation, 
other than it was the fulfill- 
ment of the dream. 

Other Hindu temples else- 
where in the world reported 
similar instances. 

Navnit Tailor, a representa- 
tive from the Hindu Temple in 


Canton, said milk drinking was 
reported in India, England, 
Canada and at other places in 
the United States. 

He reported that from Sept. 
21 to 24, the cow statue at the 
temple drank approximately 
five gallons of milk from a 
spoon. 

“It was taking milk spoon by 
spoon,” Tailor said. “You can 
believe it or not.” 

Unwilling to believe any- 
thing without evidence, Tailor 
said he was skeptical when he 
first heard about the 
phenomenon. 


“I don’t believe something 
just like that,” he said. “I of 
fered the milk, and it took it. I 


was surprised.” 

Hindu religion forbids the 
eating of cow or bull flesh. 
Practitioners of the religion 
consider cows to be sacred an- 
imals, because of their useful- 
ness to man. They represent 
all living species to the 
Hindus, who cherish all forms 
of life.

Once babies are old enough to roll 
over and lift their hands past the mid- 
dle of their bodies, they can some- 
what protect themselves from an 
overly friendly lick in the face. Also, 
their resistance to infection is better. 

However, it’s never a good idea to 
leave a baby of any age — infant or 
toddler — alone with the family pet. 
There have been too many tragic 
cases of bites and maulings. 

Warning signs of infection 

Symptoms such as fever, irritabil- 
ity, lethargy, and decreased appetite 
arc w arning signs of infection. Also, 
if your baby has broken skin accom- 
panied by redness, irritation, and 
possible drainage, it could be a local 
infection caused by a bite. 

If you suspect your baby has been 
infected by a dog or cat, contact your 
doctor immediately.

nips can cause 
serious harm 

Documented incidents have proven 
that babies who arc licked, nipped, 
or bitten by family pets can become 
seriously ill and possibly die. 

This is due to a bacteria in the 
saliva of dogs and cats which can 
infect a vulnerable infant. Once 
infected, the baby may develop 
sepsis (infection of the blood) or 
meningitis (infection of the brain). 
Both conditions can result in death. 
Also, meningitis can lead to mental 
retardation, hearing loss, and other 
developmental delays. 

Avoid significant contact 

The most likely time for an infant 
to get infected is the first two months 
of life. The best way to prevent your 
baby from becoming infected is to 
avoid significant contact between pet 
and baby during this newborn period. 

Sonic minor contact between your 
baby and pet is expected and 
beneficial for the family dynamics 
with the pet. You can let your baby 
touch the pet, and the pet can sniff 
the baby’s clothing to become accus- 
tomed to the new family member. 
But for the most part, it’s best to 
keep some space between them.

Robichaud is on a roll. 

After losing its first two, to 
non-conference rivals, defen- 
ding Suburban Athletic Con- 
ference champ, Robichaud, 
has come back to subdue two 
of its SAC rivals to remain atop 
of the SAC hill. 

The Bulldogs’ latest victim, 
River Rouge, was crushed 28-0

Yauck said he was also look- 
ing for “some consistency in 
the QB spot” and has decided 
to alternate the quarterback- 
ing assignment until he is sat- 
isfied he has the most 
productive in that spot. 

It worked against Rouge as 
senior DeShawn Rious han- 
dled the QB responsibility the 


first half, and Raymond Cook 
took over the hot spot in the 
second half. 

Robichaud erupted for two 
TDs in the first quarter as Mal- 
loy went up- the-middle for a 
four-yarder that polished off a 
midfield drive that began at 
the 46. 

Rious cashed in on an op- 
tion for the two-point 
conversion. 

Midway in the opening pe- 
riod, the Bulldogs struck again 
as Malloy again culminated a 
short drive with a seven-yard 
TD run. 

Rouge managed to hold Ro- 
bichaud scoreless for the next 
two quarters, but Robichaud 
responded again in the fourth 
with Malloy and tailback Omar 
Speight’s TDs. Speights scored 
on an eight-yard end-around 
run with Cook at the throttle of 
the Bulldog machine. 

Cook accounted for the two- 
point conversion. 

Rouge, noted for its aerial 
assault, was grounded most of 
the afternoon because of the 
heads-up play by the Robic- 
haud secondary.

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Uncle arraigned on 
sex assault of niece

Michael J. Dobby, 31, a for 
mer Westland resident, was ar 
raigned in Detroit Recorders 
Court Sept. 21 on two counts of 
child sexually abusive activity. 

Dobby’s home was raided by 
police in April, who suspected 
the unemployed laborer of 
marijuana possession. During 
the drug raid, investigators 
discovered sexually explicit 
material including' photo- 
graphs and video tapes of a 
nude teenager. 

Allegedly the photos and 
video were taken with and 
without the knowledge of the 
minor who is said to be 
Dobby’s 14-year-old niece. Ac- 
cording to investigators, one of 


the videos appears to be taken 
from a closet, showing the 14- 
year-old and a male youth 
about to engage in a sexual ac- 
tivity without their knowledge. 

“I believe this is a very se- 
rious matter based on the evi- 
dence,” said Judge C. Charles 
Bokos. “I feel Mr. Dobby poses 
a danger to the community.” 

Dobby appeared before 
Judge Bokos Sept. 7 on child 
sexually abusive activity 
charges where he was bound 
over to stand trial in Detroit 
Recorder’s Court. 

The suspect is currently be- 
ing held in the Wayne County 
Jail on $25,000 cash bond. 
Judge Bokos denied Dobby’s 
request at the September pre- 
liminary exam to have his 
bond reduced, however, he 


said the defendant had a right 
to have the case investigated 
by the DSU. 

Dobby’s arrest on child sex- 
ually abusive activity comes 
shortly after his release from 
jail on charges relating to the 
April 27 drug raid of his West- 
land home. If convicted, Dobby 
could face up to 20 years in 
prison on each of the charges 
and up to $20,000 in fines. The 
31 -year- old also served time in 
prison for the 1988 kidnapping 
of his former girlfriend. He al- 
legedly kidnapped the woman, 
handcuffed her and left her in 
a basement. 

According to reports, the 14- 
year-old is cooperating with 
police as the investigation con- 
tinues. 


Book tells what women 
want to know about autos

What do women want in a 
car? 

According to author Lesley 
Hazleton, they want reliability, 
practicality, dependability, 
comfort for their body size, 
safety -- and lots of makeup 
mirrors. 

In Hazleton’s book, Every- 
thing Women Always Wanted to 
Know About Cars, But Didn't 
Know Who to Ask, said there 
are three things that women 
want most in a car -- reliability, 
reliability, reliability. 

The author began writing 
about cars in 1988 when she 
became an automotive jour- 
nalist. She worked as a me- 
chanic apprentice and learned 
how engines operate, and also 
drove race cars with master in- 
structors like world champion 
Emerson Fittipaldi. 

However, she said, it was 
not until she began conducting 
focus groups with women that 
she discovered that women 
know far more about cars than 
they thought they did. 

Among Hazleton’s discov- 
eries were that women think of

cars in terms of a relationship, 
take great pride in ownership, 
see cars as symbols of freedom 
and independence and are ex- 
tremely concerned about driv- 
ing safety and personal 
security in cars. 

According to surveys of 
focus groups around the coun- 
try, the most popular color is 
green with 20.3 percent of the 
women’s listing it as their fa- 
vorite. Blue is next with 19.5 
percent of the vote, red is third 
with 18.8 percent and black is 
fourth at 15 percent, followed 
by white with 13.5 percent of 
the vote. 

Hazleton tells the readers 
that their three troubleshoo- 
ters are their eyes, ears and 
nose. 

For example, keep your eye 

out for warning lights, watch 
for drips in the driveway and 
look for steam or smoke com- 


ing from under the hood. Your 
ears can determine squealing, 
hissing, sputtering and roaring 
- each of which indicates a 
separate problem. 

Hazleton said that one’s 
nose can reveal exhaust or gas 
fumes and burning rubber or 
plastic. 

The author recommends the 
following items in a car emer- 
gency kit: a roll of paper 
towels, an old cloth (to be used 
as a rag), two screwdrivers, an 
adjustable wrench, electrical 
tape, an empty one- gallon 
rnetal container, a quart of oil 
and small funnel, jumper ca- 
bles, Hares, a small flashlight, 
a folding red reflector triangle, 
a bottle of drinking water, a 
small fire extinguisher, a first- 
aid kit, pad and pencil and 
quarters (for a pay phone.) 

Truly, Hazleton answers 
most, if not all, the questions 
that women want to know 
about the cars they drive, and 
her book provides an excellent 
guide to purchasing or leasing 
a new or used car and arrang- 
ing for repairs.

Ford creates computer paint 
technology to improve job area

Ford Motor Co. officials con- 
tinue to live up to their motto 
that quality is their first prior 
ity, and the most recent ven- 
ture involves the creation of an 
original $1,275,000 CD-ROM 
computer technology to train 
paint operations personnel 
worldwide. 

In its drive towards uniform 
quality in manufacturing, Ford 
becomes the first automotive 
manufacturer to use interac- 
tive CD-ROM-based technol- 
ogy on a worldwide basis. 

Ford designed the training 
program along with TAG, a 
Troy, Michigan based multi- 
media courseware develop- 
ment company, and developed 
it in conjunction with the 
United Auto Workers and 
Ford’s Safety and Health, and 
Human Resources, 
departments. 

It was implemented for the 
first time at the Ford Paint 
Plant in Wayne March 1. Today 
350 Michigan Truck Plant 
paint operations personnel 
are receiving training using 
this unique technology. 


“We found that we still 
needed to improve the paint 
quality, and we found the way 
to do that is through training 
by creating this program,” said 
Keith Gifford, Ford global 
product development man 
ager. “This program shows our 
employees how or what it 
takes to do the job and why be- 
fore they go out and work at 
the job site.” 

Gifford said Ford officials 
wanted to teach the paint 
plant workers what they would 
need to do in order to protect 
themselves and the units they 
work with. 

“There are 52 lessons,” said 
Gifford. “The program can 
measure the amount of knowl- 
edge gained. We began work- 
ing on this project two years 
ago. It was completed Febru- 
ary of this year.” 

The process is relatively 
simple for the Ford employee 
to learn. The system boots up 


like most CD-ROM programs 
where the employee must reg 
ister their name and a number. 

From there a wide variety of 
selections is presented to the 
Ford employee from sanding 
to glossing. The paint worker 
does not have to leam the en- 
tire program all it once, in fact, 
it takes at least nine hours to 
go through the entire 52-lesson 
plans. 

Dick Cavagnol, TAG’S presi 
dent, described how the new 
technology works. 

“We have a set of files on the 
CD-ROM,” said Cavagnol. “If 
something changes or needs to 
updated, we can call up the in- 
dividual file to work on it. All 
of the video is stored sep- 
arately on an EMEG system.” 

The video for the CD-ROM 
was filmed in five different 
plants in order to get small car, 
large car and trucks and vans, 
according to Cavagnol. 

“The goal was to provide a

comprehensive program tar- 
geted for the hourly worker,” 
said Cavagnol. “This program 
runs under Microsoft Win- 
dows. It has a skills assessment 
section to test your skills.” 

Throughout the program 
there is no use of harsh colors 
such as red in order to make 
the lesson plans more user 
friendly. 

“This is now a mandatory 
program for all paint plant em 
ployees,” said Cavagnol. “We 
started with paint for the first 
CD-Rom program because of 
the visibility factor.”

Another reason that Blar- 
ney’s succeeds it that Scott, 
with the help of Janice, his 
wife, and his partner Ken 
Mehl, have created a friendly 
atmosphere. 

“Everybody knows every- 
body else here,” said a gentle- 
man at the bar. “You can come 
alone and not feel lonely, or 
you can bring your family and 



not have to worry about any- 
thing unsafe or weird happen- 
ing.” 

As if to prove the point, two 
mothers came in for lunch, 
bringing three toddlers and 
two infants. The kids behaved 
so well that I concluded that 
Blarney’s was better than day- 
care. 

If the friendliness has a na- 
tionality, it’s Irish. 

“We’re a happy go-lucky, 
fun-loving sports bar with an 
Irish attitude,” said Scott. 
“The attitude inside makes a 
good Irish bar. Inside ours, we 
have a super clientele. In my 
24 years in the business, I’ve 
never seen better help. Every- 
body gets along.” 

Green chairs, a green bar 
canopy, and green wall cover- 
ings accent the bar’s Shamrock 
feel. 

“I bring my teens here on 
the weekends when there’s a 
football game,” the gentleman 
continued. “The love Blarney’s 
burgers and Buffalo wings.” 

During my afternoon, I also 


came to love the burgers and 
wings. Especially the wings. 
Many customers told me that 
Blarney’s has the best wings in 
town. , 

“I sell over 1,000 pounds of 
wings per week,” said Scott. 

“When my relatives from

Wrangler goes where no other vehicle can

In the war of the 4 x 4s, there 
is a name that stands out from 
all of the rest 

A name that is tried and 
true and even helped America 
win wars overseas. The name 
is Jeep. And the descendant of 
the original Willy’s Jeep is the 
Wrangler, a tough sport-utility 
vehicle with a history of kick- 
ing mud in the competition’s 
face. 

The Wrangler is a strange 
vehicle in the fact that while 
the competition is trying to 
make their vehicles look more 
like cars, the Wrangler con- 
tinues to be a no-nonsense, 
bare bones vehicle with only 
one purpose: to go where no 
one has gone before. 

The Wrangler does share 
one trait with upscale sport 
utility vehicles. It allows the 


driver to shift into four-wheel 
drive high range at any speed. 
A very handy convenience in- 
deed if you should suddenly 
get hit by a blinding snow 
storm. 

Where the Jeep lacks is in 
its ride manners. The first time 
I climbed aboard I thought I 
was riding a bucking bronco. I 
have slowly gotten used to the 
spine crushing ride, but I will 
never get used to the terrible 
wind noise that is generated 
when the Wrangler is 
equipped with the standard 
soft top. 

In its element (i.e.: the 
beach, mountains, country 
trail or mud hole), the Wran- 
gler is a star that shines 
brighter than all others. In ev- 
eryday driving (i.e.: pavement 
bound) the Wrangler is very 
uncomfortable. 

With its 4.0 liter V-6 engine 
and very short first gear, the 


Wrangler could topple your av- 
erage small home in minutes. 
This means that it makes a 
great tow vehicle or utility ve 
hide on a ranch. The 90s use of 
the venerable power house is 
to carry the surfboard, skis, 
mountain bike or tow the jet 
ski. Although not as strenuous, 
this duty is beneath the Wran- 
gler’s abilities. 

At $19,018 the Wrangler is 
pricey. For the money you get a 
4.0 liter V-6 engine, tilt steer- 
ing, air conditioning, an AM/ 
FM stereo with cassette and 
sound bar speakers, a center 
console and an extra capacity 
fuel cell. 

The Wrangler will cost you a 
lot at the pump too. With an 
EPA rating of 15 miles per gal- 
lon in the city, and 18 in the 
highway, be prepared to stop a 
lot. 

If you want prim and 
proper, buy a cheap imitation 


of a true off- roader. If you into a Wrangler. If you love the 
want to drive an American leg- looks, but don’t like the lack- 
end and go where no other ve- ing of amenities, let me give 
hide will dare go, then hop you some advice.

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Rare malaria case reported in Michigan 


A Dearborn man was re- 
cently diagnosed at Oakwood 
Hospital with a rare case of en 
demic malaria. 

The man reportedly con- 
tracted the disease without 
leaving the boundaries of the 
United States, however, hospi- 


tal officials report the disease 
the man is carrying is not Con 
tagious. 

The diagnosis comes as a 
surprise to hospital members, 
not since 1957 has a case of this 
type appeared in Michigan. 


The man was reportedly 
treated and released Sept. 11. 
Although malaria is typically 
found in tropical, warm- 
weathered regions, there are 
extremely rare cases a person 
can contract the disease in the 
states. 


Malaria is contracted when 
a particular parasite is intro- 
duced into the bloodstream by 
a mosquito. The parasite at- 
tacks blood cells, giving rise to 
malaria’s characteristic symp- 
toms - chills and a high fever. 
Malaria cases are sometimes 


reported near international 
airports where a carrier mos- 
quito can be brought into the 
country by a foreign traveler. 

Malaria was once common 
is Michigan yet the ecological 
changes have virtually elimi- 
nated the conditions for tropi 


cal weather. 

An investigation is under 
way by local health and state 
health department authorities. 
It is not known how long the 
investigation will take or 
whether its source will be de- 
termined.

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Fire department 
undergoes changes

The Westland Fire Depart- 
ment has undergone many 
changes over the last year in- 
cluding a new fire chief, in- 
creased visibility in the 
community and the move to- 
wards Advanced Life Support 
(ALS). 

Under the direction of Chief 
Michael J. Reddy, the West- 
land Fire Department oper- 
ates on a 24-hour basis with a 
staff of 79 functioning out of 
four fire stations and adminis- 
trative offices. 

Since his swearing in, Jan. 
13, Chief Reddy and the de- 
partments administrative per- 
sonnel, Battalion Chief Mark 
Neal, Fire Marshall Patrick 
Harder, and Public Education 
Officer, George Riley, have 
spent the last eight months dil- 
igently implementing the ALS 
system in the department. The 
upgrade to the city’s emer- 
gency medical service will pro- 
vide more than non-invasive 
care to residents. 

Emergency Medical Techni- 
cians, EMTs, will become the 
eyes and ears of the doctor, 
therefore allowing the medics 
to administer medication and 
possess the equipment that 
will allow the doctors to make 
an immediate assessment of 
the patient’s condition. 

ALS will bridge the gap bet- 
ween the EMT and the doctor. 
Patients previously stabilized 
then transported to the hospi- 
tal for a doctor’s diagnosis and 
treatment will no wait up to a 
maximum of 25 minutes before 
they are treated by a physi- 
cian. Aggressive treatment and 
medication will be adminis- 
tered immediately. 

The ALS system is critical to 
a department that makes four 
times the number of rescue 
runs than fire. Although the 
nature of the fire department 
may have changed their dedi- 
cation and commitment to sav- 
ing lives grows stronger. 

“We’ve become more public 
relation minded in an effort to 
let the community know who’s 
running the department, what 
services we provide and that 
we’re here to do what we can 
to help,” said Chief Reddy. 

The services the Westland 
Fire Department provides 
through their Public Educa- 
tion Department includes edu- 
cating the communities youth 
on fire safety. Several facets of 



the program involve visits to 
the Fire Safety House, located 
at the department’s Central 
Station; hands- on lectures to 
the elementary schools from 
firefighters; career day partici- 
pation; a weekend cable show 
featuring Mike & Pike, a remote 
fire truck; and Safety Day 
visits at the Westland Shop- 
ping Center. ,* 

“Being more visible in the 
community supports the de- 
partments goal of saving the 
maximum number of lives,” 
said Assistant. Chief Riley. 

The Fire Prevention Bu- 
reau has restructured their 
methods in order to assume a 
more cooperative and success- 
ful inspection process of area 
business said Chief Reddy. 
The bureau currently meets 
with a business for a pre-in- 
spection meeting where prob- 
lems or areas of concern are 
targeted. The Fire Prevention 
Bureau then returns after a 90-j 
day period to complete the 
inspection. 

“We were hoping to instill a 
collaborative relationship bet- 
ween the fire personnel and 
the business owner as opposed 
to catching the business at 
fault,” said Chief Reddy. “In 
the long run this works toward 
our advantage when we return 
in an emergency situation, we 
know the business owner 
worked pro-actively to avoid a 
fire.” 

“We are providing a wide 
variety of services to busi- 
nesses, organizations, resi r 
dents and service clubs in a 
better and more efficient man- 
ner so the city as a whole is 
safer.” 


Efficiency in the depart- 
ment originates with the ex- 
tensive training Westland 
Firefighters complete before 
actively becoming fire person- 
nel.

According to Westland Po- 
lice Chief, Emery Price, the de- 
partments 102 sworn officers 
serve the city in a variety of 
capacities such as the Drug 
Abuse Resistance Education 
(DARE) programs, Police Ex- 
plorer Program, community 
policing, the Westland Neigh- 
borhood Watch Program and 
Police Bike Patrol. 

The department is also in- 
tensifying their plan to imple- 
ment and enlarge an enhanced 
community policing program 
involving additional police 
personnel, volunteer residents 
and the assistance of the 
mayor and city council. 

“We would like to eventu- 
ally see a designated officer in 
each district of the city specifi- 
cally for community policing 
needs,” said Chief Price. 

In addition to more than 100 
officers, the department em- 
ploys 10 civilian personnel in- 
cluding police dispatchers and 
two animal control officers. 

The Police Explorer Pro- 
gram recruits students at the 
high school level to become in- 
volved, on a volunteer basis, as 
junior officers. The students 
perform a range of tasks in the 
office setting as well as accom- 
panying officers on daily pa- 
trols. 

“We’re actually had a nu- 
mber of Explorer students 
complete the program and go 
on through the academy to be- 
come police officers,” said 


“Does the city have a gang 
problem, yes,” said Chief 
Price. “Are we being overrun 
by gangs, absolutely not!” 


According to the chief, a 
special team has been as- 
signed to the areas of the city 
gang problems are most preva- 
lent. 


Chief Price. 

Daily stops throughout the 
districts 17 elementary 
schools, four middle schools 
and two high schools, allow of- 
ficers to maintain a relation- 
ship with the students 
simultaneously supporting the 
DARE officers program on de- 
terring drug or gang involve- 
ment. 

The newest addition to the 
department, initiated by 
Mayor Robert J. Thomas, is the 
Neighborhood Watch Program. 
Armed with cellular phones, 
maps and a vehicle identifying 
them as neighborhood watch 
volunteers, residents spend 
6-hour shifts patrolling desig- 
nated neighborhoods through 
out the city. The two-person 
teams are advised by authori- 
ties on areas of concern and 
suspicious activity. Each group 
reports back to the police de- 
partment on any unusual be- 
havior or problems they may 
encounter on their watch. 

Sgt. Michael Terry organizes 
the departments policing pro- 
gram for business owners, or- 
ganizations, service clubs and 
neighborhood groups on stay- 
ing safe. Programs can include 
steps against being bur- 
glarized, at-home safety mea- 
sures, and what to do in the 
event of an emergency. 

The Westland Police De- 
partment is hoping to combat 
the belief that all activity in- 
volving juveniles is gang re- 
lated.

Motorists no longer have to 
drive to Lansing to obtain an 
instant title to a vehicle, under 
charges announced today by 
Secretary of State Candice S. 
Miller. 

To enhance customer ser- 


vice in the tri-county area, the 
Sterling Heights Lakeside 
branch office, located in the 
Sterling Center Complex, 
44541 Schoenherr, and the Oak 
Park branch office, 25952 
Greenfield, will provide in- 
stant title service. They are 


among eight branch offices 
across Michigan now offering 
instant title service. 

This service is available for 
new vehicles, used vehicles 
with a Michigan title and wa- 
tercraft. The branch office will 
also provide instant title dupli- 


cate for lost Michigan titles. 

“I have been surprised by 
the inconvenience of some 
critical services provided by 
the Secretary of State's office, 
such as the instant title ser- 
vice," Secretary Miller said to- 
day. “In the past, the instant 


title service was only offered 
in Lansing as a way to discour- 
age potential abuses. 

“In the end. this limitation 
only served to inconvenience 
the hard- working taxpayers 
who have a legitimate reason 
for getting an instant title,” 


Secretary Miller added. 

Before today, someone seek- 
ing an instant title to their car 
or boat had to drive to Lansing 
for same day service, making it 
difficult for those in Southeast 
Michigan to conveniently ob- 
tain an instant title. 


Tips offered to keep 
car, self safe in snow 


Cold weather might seem 
like a minor annoyance from 
the driver’s seat, but if a car 
breaks down and the driver 
finds him or herself exposed to 
the elements, proper prepara- 
tion could mean the difference 
between life and death. 

Tips to ward off possible 
breakdowns and how to cope if 
a break down occurs are 
spelled out in a AAA Michigan 
brochure, “Emergency 
Breakdown-Safety Guide- 
lines.” Free copies are avail- 
able to the public at Auto Club 
branches statewide. 

Peter Erickson, director of 
AAA Michigan Automotive 
Services, said that every year 
the club receives nearly one 
million emergency road ser- 
vice calls from drivers having 
car troubles. 

Some tips: 

• Check fuel gauge to make 
sure there is enough gas to 
reach the destination, inspect 
tires regularly for improper or 
excessive tread wear and keep 
them properly inflated. 

• Check the engine drive 
belts, hoses, battery terminals 
and engine fluid levels each 
time motor oil is changed. 

In the event of a breakdown, 
Erickson recommends having 
an emergency kit in the vehi- 
cle. It should include a flash- 
light, flare or a reflective 
triangle, distress sign, tele- 
phone coins, first aid supplies 
and some basic tools. 

When traveling, be aware of 
early trouble signs by monitor- 
ing dashboard gauges and 
warning lights and check the 
vehicle after notifcing any'dif-

Manning earns trophy for service

During the annual fall meet- 
ing of the Huron Valley Con- 
servation Association (HVCA) 
this month, the Nobel Hamrick 
trophy was awarded to Bill 
Manning of Romulus. 

Manning received a plaque 
and had his name inscribed on 
the trophy which honors the 
top conservationists of each 
year. 

“Billy Manning is involved 
in all facets of the HVCA,” said 
President Ginger Bruder. “He 
serves on our board of direc- 
tors, is a district representa- 
tive, participates in the 
Fishing Clinic and teaches the 
Hunter Safety Class for youths. 
In addition, he serves on our 
by-laws committee and helps 
with the tent rentals. 

“He is also very active with 
our newly organized youth 
group, and has organized cook- 
outs and camp-outs for young- 
sters,” Bruder said. “He is the 
type of member who is always 
there when he is needed and 
always willing to lend a hand 
with any of our projects.” 

The Noble Hamrick Award 
for Outstanding Service was 


first presented to Maity Elliott 
in 1970. In subsequent years, 
the award went to N. Hamrick, 
1971; R. Henslip, 1972; J. Daw- 
kins, 1973; M. Elliott, 1974 and 
1975; C. Daniels, 1976; J. Sliwa, 
1977; M. Welt, 1978; D. Lor- 
beske, 1980; D. Mierzwinksi, 
1984; M. Tyree, 1985; M. Elliott 
again in 1986; F. Elliott, 1987; Z. 
Diehl, 1988; R. Lang, 1989; for- 
mer HVCA president Wayne 
Lybeck, 1990; longtime trea- 
surer Ernest Knust, 1991; Max 
Barber, 1992 and Don and 
Peggy Willis, 1993. 

The club formed in 1967 and 
68 with Wendell Howell and 
Rod Bly spearheading the or- 
ganization which focused its 
attention on the pollution 
problems in the Huron River 
and Belleville Lake. 

In its early days, the club 
was an all-male sportmen’s 
group, but now enrolls both 
men and women. 

Records of its early days 
were destroyed when a storage 
trailer was vandalized, but it is 
known that, at one time, its 
membership was more than 
400. Since that time, member- 
ship has had its “ups and 
downs." 


Today, there are approx- 
imately 80 members, most of 
whom are active in the organi- 
zation. 

The group is affiliated with 
the Michigan United Conser- 
vation Club, and its main focus 
is on educational programs to 
promote conservation and 
safety. 

Each year, some 25 young- 
sters are sent to the MUCC 
summer camp through fund- 
raising efforts of the HVCA. 
The group also supplys Tracks 
magazine subscriptions to all 
of the fifth graders in Van 
Buren Public Schools, St. An- 
thony’s Academy and Metro 
Baptist Church. 

In all of its programs, the 
HVCC members focus on ful- 
filling their pledge which 
states: I give my pledge as an 
American to save and defend 
from waste the natural re- 
sources of my country -- its air, 
soil and minerals, its forests 
water and wildlife.

City, township work to maintain public safety ,

Belleville is a small city 
with a small police depart- 
ment.. There are only seven 
full-time police officers and no 
part-time officers. 

For such a small police de- 
partment, you wouldn’t expect 
them to have many community 
awareness programs, they just 
might surprise you. 

According to police chief 
Hal Berriman, “We have a 
Neighborhood Watch program 
in the Bella Vista Trailer Park, 
and a separate Neighborhood 
Watch in the subdivisions. We 
also allow residents to use our 
engraver to etch their driver’s 
license number on their 
household appliances. 

“We also have a Gang 
Awareness Program. Cpl. Gene 
Taylor attends school func- 
tions, and we are co-ordinated 
with other areas on this pro- 
gram. Our department also has

a Drug Awareness Task Force, 
where we combine with 
schools to take an active part 
in combating drugs.” 

With 18 volunteer fire 
fighters, the fire department 


takes an active part in the com- 
munity. 

Assistant Fire Chief An- 
thony Talaga said, “We teach 
fire safety for in the home, and 
we have the Learn not to Burn 
program. This is the story of 
teaching kids not to play with 
matches. It also teaches not to 
be near a gas stove with paper 
if the stove is on. The fire de- 
partment is also involved in 
the Stop, Drop and Roll pro- 
gram. It teaches people that if 
they are ever on fire that they 
should stop, drop and roll to 
put the fire out. 

“Our biggest program is in 
child safety. Our philosophy is 
that fire prevention is 90 per- 
cent of all fire fighting. If you 
can prevent a fire from getting 
started, you won’t have one to 
put out. With our program, we 
try to reach kids at a young age 
how to prevent a fire,” Talaga 
said. 

Van Buren Township is a 36- 
square<-mile area, therefore, it 


has a large police force and a 
large fire department. 

The Van Buren Fire Depart- 
ment is made up of 35 volun- 
teer fire fighters, operating 
from two stations - one on 
Fourth Street in Belleville and 
the second on Ecorse Road in 
the township. 

One program the depart- 
ment has been involved in is 
offering free smoke detectors 
to township residents. 

The police department has 
20 full-time officers and 13 
part-time. “All of our officers 
are certified,” according to 
Cpl. Detective Gregory Lau- 
rain. 

The Van Buren Police De- 
partment is also very involved 
in community awareness. 

“With the increase in the 
number of gangs in this area 
and others, we have a Gang 
Awareness program. We also 
have a Crime Prevention pro- 
gram.’’ said Mark Perkins, director of 
the Public Safety Department.

Middle school honored for symposium

Romulus Middle School was 
honored recently by the na- 
tional Close Up Foundation 
for its all-day American Indian 
Symposium last year. 

Principal Daniel Hurst said 
the symposium’s activities 
were highlighted in the Close 
Up Foundation’s School Year 
Review Report (the group’s na- 
tional newsletter). 

The write-up stated, “46 his- 
tory students at the Middle 
School in Romulus, Mich., 
made a discovery this spring, 
by taking field trips, conduct- 
ing research and interviewing 
experts” on Indian life and 
lore. 


The Romulus students “dis- 
covered the historical and cul- 
tural identity of a people who 
have been Americans longer 
than there has been an 
America -the North American 
Indians.” 

They shared their new 
knowledge with 150 other Mid- 
dle School students from 
around Western Wayne County 7 
and beyond. 

The Romulus students di- 
vided into eight project 
groups, the write-up said, each 
assigned to develop a presen- 
tation on a different aspect of 
American Indian life, past and 
present. 

The presentations exam- 
ined American Indian dance, 
folklore, history, spirituality, 


customs and language, treaties 
and games. 

The students were aided by 
Middle School history teacher 
Charles Kidwell and several 
American Indian mentors, in- 
cluding Adrienne Brant 
James, a member of the Mo- 
hawk nation and president of 
the group Indian World; Ann 
Miller, a member of the Cree 
Nation; Wil Burnes, a member 
of the Cherokee Nation; and 
Wayne Jackson, a member of 
the Tuscaroa Nation, Iroquois 
Confederacy. 

The daylong symposium be- 
gan with a smudging ceremony 
by Thurman Bear of the 
Ojibwe (Chippewa Tribe). He 
also gave the keynote speech, 
discussing Indian life before 
and after Columbus.

Belleville, Romulus residents 
participate in walk to aid hungry

Belleville and Romulus 
area CROP Walk participants 
are busy getting financial 
pledges and building up their 
stamina as they prepare for 
the liith annual walk for the 
hungry on Oct. 1. 

CROP Walk coordinator Fa- 
ther John Hagan, who also is 
pastor of the Trinity Episcopal 
Church, said hundreds of 
walkers are expected to gather 
about 1:15 p.m. on Oct. 1 at the 
Community United Methodist 
Church parking lot in Romulus 
just prior to the annual walk 
a-thon, Hagan said. 

Four other churches in ad 
dition to the two already 
named congregations will join 
in the fqnd raising project. 
They include St. Anthony's Ro- 
man Catholic Church, Be 
lleville United Methodist 
Church, Belleville Presby- 
terian Church and Faith 
United Methodist Church. 

Hagan, who has coordinated 
the local walk for the past six 
years, said the CROP Walk is 
held the first Sunday in Octo- 
ber each year. More than 130 
other walks are held in cities 


throughout Michigan. 

The local walk last year at- 
tracted 270 participants and 
raised over $17,000. Hagan 
said. 

Two top governmental off! 
cials, Romulus Mayor Beverly 
Me An ally and Van Buren 
Township Supervisor David 
Jacokes, will speak briefly to 
the walkers in Romulus prior 
to the start. The winding six 
mile walk will end at the Trin 
ity Episcopal Church in Be- 
lleville. 

"We talk about needs all the 
time,” Hagan said. ‘‘People 
need to eat, people need to 
have clean water. Those are 
real needs. One quarter of the 
monies raised will help people 
in local communities through 
the Belleville Emergency 
Food Closet, St. Vincent de 
Paul of Belleville and the Ro- 
mulus Helping Hand facility.” 

The remaining 75 percent 
will be transferred to other 
areas of the world facing var- 
ious types of devastation, such 
as Oklahoma City, St. Thomas 
in the Virgin Islands, and 
other sites of need in the U.S., 
Africa and Asia, Hagan said. 

“Church World Service 


prides itself not in being the 
first into a disaster area, but in 
being the last to leave," Hagan 
said. 

“Local businesses already 
have contributed more than 
$600 so far this year, along with 
pizzas and orange juice for the 
walkers at the end of the day” 
Hagan said. 

One major change this year. 
Hagan said, is that walkers 
will be able to accept dona- 
tions prior to the walk, as well 
as pledges for kilometers 
walked. 

"A lot of people are turned 
off by having to collect the 
money after the walk,” Hagan 
said, “so we are just making it 
easier for people to contribute 
to this worthwhile cause.”
